March 1949, Student 
representatives from the Communist~controlled areas would be elected 
according to the instructions of the LAYFC, That is, representatives 


would be chosen by the Regional Federations of Student Unions in 


conferences held prior to the Congress itself, In Nationalist areas, the 
method of "electing" would be a little different, The various leading 
universities in these areas would directly appoint their own representatives 
and would not be restricted in the number of delegates, Other colleges
